MALE DEBTORS. 


As the Rules and Regulations propoſed for 
the Debtors” priſon, are intended purely for the 
preſervation of their health and morals, and for 
the promoting that decency and good order, 
which muſt be their common benefit, a due ſub- 
miſhon to them will be expected of every Deb- 
tor: by a contrary conduct they will render 
themſelves unworthy of the Magiſtrates at- 
tention to their misfortunes, and they will 
remain liable to all ſuch claims and conſe- 
quences, as th: Gaoler may, by law or ulage, 
have authority to impoſe. 


I. 

ORDERED, That every Male Debtor (as 
far as the conſtruction of the priſon will admit) 
ſhall have a ſeparate bed room: it ſhall be fur- 
mſhed at the County coſt with a bedſtead, a 
mattreſs filled with chaff or ſtraw, a blanket, a 

rug,

rug, and a coarſe linen or hempen ſheet : Aud 
in caſe he has the means of procuring for himſelf 
any additional conitori, beyond the County al- 
lowance, in bedding, linen, or other neceſſa.ies, 
ke ſhall have and uſe the ſame without pay: g 
any fee or charge whatſoever to the Governor or 
other officer; but ſuch additional bedding, linen, 
or cloaths ſhall firſt be examined, to ſee that it 


is not in a foul or impure ſtate, or improper for 
admiſſion. 


II. 


That any Debtor, inclined to work, (ſhall be 
employed, on application to the Keeper or 
Manufacturer, allowing a third part of his 
earnings to ſuch Manufacturer or Keeper; or, 
if he can have uns of labour brought to him 
from without the priſon, he may work without 
the interference of the offi.e1s of the priſon, 
or any fee whatſoever ; provided only, that the 
materials or tools ſhall, neither from their bulk 
or nature, be unfit to be admitted into the priſon.

That Viſitors to Debtors ſhall be admitted, 
on week, or working days, from the hour of nine 
in the morning till i} hour of ſun-ſettin;; in the 
evening, when, on belkringing, all 3 rs and

ſtrangers whatſoever ſhall leave the priſon, and 
all Debtors ſhall retire to their rooms, at nine 
o'clock in the winter, and at ten o'clock in the 
ſummer months, when all lights ſhall be extin- 
guiſhed, and — wärds ſecured. 


IV. 


That Debtors ſhall be permitted to ſend for, 
or have brought unto them at ſeaſonable and 
regulated hours, any victuals or cloathing ; but 
in reſpect to liquor, that no priſoner ſhall be al- 
lowed either to ſend for, or drink more than one 
pint of wine, or one quart of beer (above the 
value of one penny per quart) in any one day, 
or twenty-four hours, and that the Governor 
ſhall be ſtrictly charged to ſee that this regu- 
lation 1s adhered to according to its intention, 
and without colluſion; and if any priſoner ſhall 
be detected in making uſe of the name of any 
other priſoner for the pnrpoſe of obtaining any 
greater or incrcafed portion of ſuch ſtrong beer 
or wine, the prifoner conſenting to lend him his 
name, and the priſoncr uſing it, ſhall be rendered 
incapable of recciving a certificate of good 
behaviour, and the Governor ſhall be required 
to remove him from the Magiſtrates Ward.

That a diviſion of the Debtors Priſon ſhall be 
ſet apart for the irregular and contumacious pri- 
ſoners, and ſuch as refuſe or neglect to adhere to 
the Rules propoſed by the Magiſtrates, and 
lanctioned by the Judge: It ſhall be called the 
Refrattory or Common Ward, and the priſoners 
confined in this diviſion, ſhall be coutidercd as 
withdrawn from all county allowance, and from 
every other protection and aſſiſtance intended by 
the Magiſtrates to poor and unfortunate Debtors.

The Prifoners confined to the Refractory or 
Common Ward, if they think themſelves ag- 
grieved, may appeal to the \ ifiting Juſtices at 
any fitting, who, on hearing the complaint, ſhall 
decide on the propriety of the confinement ; 
and at every ſuch fitting, the Governor ſhall 
deliver to the ſaid Juſtices a liſt of priſoners 
under ſuch confinement, with the cauſe thereof, 
and the Juſtices ſhall confirm or annul che 
ſame, as ſhall appear proper to them.

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FEMALE DEBTORS. 
It is expected of all priſoners of this claſs, 
that they conform to Rules ſimilar to thoſe ap- 
pointed for male debtors. 


That from and after the determination of the 
Commiſſion of the preſent High Sheriff tor this 
County, no greater or other fees ſhall be taken 
by the Keeper of the Gaol, of or in reſpect to 
any priſoner in his cuſtody. And that all fees 
h.therto demandable by law or cuſtom, by the 
ſaid Keeper, from the County Stock, do totally 
ceaſe and determine as aforeſaid. That all the 
above feces (except for the Keeper's attendance 
out of the gaol, and for the room in the Keeper's 
houſe, when paid by any priſoner to the Keeper) 
ſhall be accounted for by him to the public 
fund, in aid of the Debtor's maintenance.
